Senate Debates 
Tax Slash Plan 
Under Ford Prod 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) 
- Under 
renewed 
pressure 
from 
President 
Ford for quick action, the Senate is 
opening debate on a massive tax-cut 
bill aimed at increasing consumer 
spending and reducing the unem­ 
ployment rolls. 


The $29.2-billion tax cut approved by 
the Senate Finance Committee is $9.3 
billion above what the House voted and 
$13 billion more than Ford recom­ 
mended. But there are indications the 
total may be even higher when the 
Senate passes the bill and sends it to a 
conference with the House. 


Addressing a news conference 
Monday night in South Bend, Ind., 
Ford said it has been "two months and 
two days” since he first proposed a tax 
cut. "If we could get the tax reduction 
bill out of Congress promptly, it would 
be the best hope to stimulate the econ­ 
omy and to provide jobs,” he said. 
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Administration officials recently have 
expressed cautious optimism that the 
economy already is showing signs of 
perking up. 
“ I hope that before Congress goes on 
Easter recess, Congress will enact a 
bill like I proposed, or one similar to 
it," Ford said. 
Congress is scheduled to begin a 10- 
day Easter recess the middle of next 
week. Senate leaders have said they 
would be willing to postpone the start 
in order to clear the tax legislation. 
The biggest hurdle in the way of 
quick Senate approval is not the size of 
the proposed tax cut but House in­ 
sistence 
that 
the 
oil 
depletion 
allowance be repealed. 
This provision, which allows $2.5- 
billion in tax benefits annually for the 
petroleum industry, is sure to spark a 
Senate-floor battle that will delay for 
at least two days a final vote on the tax 
cut. 
Oil-state senators have promised a 
filibuster to preserve the tax break, 
which they say is necessary to attract 
investors willing to supply the money 
needed to find new oil and gas. 
In its report on the tax bill, the 
Finance Committee said a cut of 
around $30 billion is required to bring 
the economy out of its slump. 
“ While it would be helpful, the $19.9- 
billion tax cut provided in the House 
bill would not be adequate to do this 
job, particularly in view of the fact 
that the economic situation has 
generally continued to deteriorate 
since the House action was taken.” 
Treasury Secretary W illiam E . 
Simon indicated Monday the Ford 
administration considers the Senate 
tax bill too generous. He voiced the 
fear that a tax cut too large would 
raise federal deficits so high that pri­ 
vate borrowers might be forced out of 
the money markets.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Ford 
administration hopes to ease America 
into the grams-and-meters metric 
system without benefit of government 
aid to the workers and industries that 
have to buy new tools, a top official 
says. 


Undersecretary of Commerce John 
K. Tabor confirmed that the proposal, 
soon to be sent to Congress, will be 
essentially the same as one advocated 
by President Richard M. Nixon which 
failed to win congressional approval 
twice over the last three years. 


The 
legislation 
would create 
a 
national metric conversion board to 
advise industry, consumers and 
agriculture on how to adopt the metric 
system on a voluntary basis over a 10- 
year period.

Some Democrats attempted last 
year to write in subsidies for small 
firms and individual workers who 
provide their own tools, but ad­ 
ministration backers chose to kill the 
bill rather than allow that. 
"The administration believes that 
the federal government should not pay 
business, industry or others for the 
change to metric,” Tabor said. "A key 
reason for a gradual transition, in­ 
stead of an overnight change, is the 
recognition that, over a 10-year period 
of time, tools and equipment will be 
replaced in the ordinary course and 
costs can thus be absorbed without 
disruption. 
Tabor spoke Monday before the first 
annual conference of the American 
National Metric Council, sponsored by 
several large corporations. Big busi­ 
ness generally favors the switch to 
metric because of its advantages in 
international trade.

exports meet metric standards by 
1978, Tabor declared that the con­ 
version "is vitally important to the

SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P) - 
Thousands of refugees and soldiers 
streamed 
across South 
Vietnam’s 
Central Highlands toward the coastal 
lowlands today following the Saigon 
government’s decision to abandon the 
area’s three western provinces to the 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong. 
After a two-week Communist of­ 
fensive captured one of the area’s chief 
cities and isolated the other two. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu decided 
to give up the sparsely populated prov­ 
inces of Kontum, Pleiku and Darlac. It 
is an area of 11,000 square miles — 433 
square miles larger than the state of 
Maryland. Population of the provinces 
is more than half a million. 
The fate of 11 Americans in the 
abandoned provinces was not yet 
known. 
Although the decision to retreat was 
not made known until early today, the 
North Vietnamese threat started the 
exodus last week. Hundreds of ci­ 
vilians swarmed to get on planes at 


Pleiku, and thousands of others fled on 
foot as the North Vietnamese overran 
Ban Me Thuot, the capital of Darlac 
province. 
The evacuation swelled today. Field 
reports said thousands moved south by 
road from Pleiku toward Cheo Reo. 
Scores of South Vietnamese air force 
planes at Pleiku that were either 
damaged or grounded for maintenance 
were destroyed before the army and 
air force pulled out. 
Military sources said the situation 
was confused and they had no idea how 
many troops or refugees were heading 
for the coast. They said some soldiers 
were left behind to fight a rearguard 
action. 
The South Vietnamese gave up the 
major cities of Kontum and Pleiku 
without a battle after reports of a 
massive North Vietnamese buildup. 
Observers said the North Vietnamese 
could be expected to move in within a 
few days. 
Ban Me Thuot, a city of 170,000, fell 


after a week of fighting. 
I^arge areas of the three provinces 
already were controlled by the North 
Vietnamese. The chief government 
strongholds were the three provincial 
capitals: Kontum, Pleiku and Ban Me 
Thuot. All three cities withstood heavy 
North Vietnamese assaults during the 
Communists’ 1968 Tet and 1972 Easter 
offensives, but only with massive 
support from U.S. infantry, artillery 
and air forces. 
Two weeks ago, when the North 
Vietnamese launched their offensive in 
the highlands, they systematically cut 
the highway lifelines from the coast to 
the three capitals. Reinforcements and 
supplies could only be moved in by air.

Lancaster 
Schools Deny

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - An af­ 
fidavit filed Monday in U.S. District 
Court refutes charges that I^ancaster 
public schools violated a student’s 
rights by expelling him without a 
hearing. 
A suit filed Thursday by Walter 
Baker on behalf of his son Scott, a 17- 
year-old senior at I^ancaster High 
School, claimed Scott’s First and 14th 
Amendment rights were violated when 
the youth was expelled without due 
process. 
It further stated that Scott had been 
denied the right to continue his 
education. School officials were named 
defendants. 
The affidavit filed by attorney John 
T. Huddle for the I.ancaster public 
schools said a hearing for Scott was 
conducted Feb. 18 under due process 
guidelines established by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Scott was suspended and expelled 
for allegedly fighting on school 
property after a school athletic con­ 
test, letters attached to the Baker suit 
stated. 
The affidavit also said Scott is not 
being denied an education since he has 
enrolled in another school and could 
graduate by June. 
The suit by Baker asked for a 
temporary restraining order against 
the defendants’ prohibiting his son 
from attending classes. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(A P )- State 
senators called for a vote today on a 
bill intended to help revive Ohio’s 
economy, but the measure’s outlook 
seemed doubtful. 


Several Republican senators said 
Monday night that they would vote 
against the measure that would 
suspend Ohio’s four per cent sales tax 
on new motor vehicles until June 30. 
‘‘I ’m not at all sure it has 22 votes 
(needed to pass the 
bill 
as an 
emergency measure), but we should 
do something about it one way or the 
other,” said Senate Majority I>eader 
Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron. 
Emergency acts require a two-thirds 
vote of each house. 
Senate Ways and Means Chairman 
Marigene Valiquette, D-ll Toledo, 
whose committee recommended the 
bill’s approval, agreed. 
She said 
"w e’ve been getting a lot of calls from 
auto dealers, and from people who say 
they are putting off buying cars until 
they find out about this.” 
Senate Minority leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, and Sen. 
Theodore M. Gray, R-3 Columbus, the 
only Republicans on the Rules Com­ 
mittee, both voted against the measure 
and said they would urge the 12- 
member GOP Senate caucus to do 
likewise.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A continuing

The users—farmers’ cooperatives 
and industries located along lesser- 
used branch lines- say the proposed 
reorganization of the rail system will 
put them out of business. 
The proposal by the U.S. Railway 
Association (USRA) calls for dropping 
service to 6,200 miles of lesser-used 
track in the Midwest and Northeast, 
including about 900 miles in Ohio. 
In opening testimony Monday during 
a week of public hearings on the 
proposed reorganization, the users 


contend they are being asked to pay for 
the mistakes of the Penn Central. 
"We don’t feel there’s justification in 
the federal government punishing our 
business for the mismanagement of 
the Penn Central,” said Alan Carter of 
Kent, Ohio, assistant vice president of 
the Carter Lumber Co. 
"What is only 4.5 per cent of the 
traffic to the USRA and the federal 
government ( proposed for aban­ 
donment) is 100 per cent of the traffic 
to us.” 
Vern Russell, an executive of 
landmark, Inc., the main farmers’

Lancaster 
Schools Deny 
Charges 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An af­ 
fidavit filed Monday in U.S. District 
Court refutes charges that Lancaster 
public schools violated a student’s 
rights by expelling him without a 
hearing. 
A suit filed Thursday by Walter 
Baker on behalf of his son Scott, a 17- 
year-old senior at I^ancaster High 
School, claimed Scott’s First and 14th 
Amendment rights were violated when 
the youth was expelled without due 
process. 
It further stated that Scott had been 
denied the right to continue his 
education. School officials were named 
defendants. 
The affidavit filed by attorney John 
T. Huddle for the I^ancaster public 
schools said a hearing for Scott was 
conducted Feb. 18 under due process 
guidelines established by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Scott was suspended and expelled 
for allegedly fighting on school 
property after a school athletic con­ 
test, letters attached to the Baker suit 
stated. 
The affidavit also said Scott is not 
being denied an education since he has 
enrolled in another school and could 
graduate by June. 
The suit by Baker asked for a 
temporary restraining order against 
the defendants’ prohibiting his son 
from attending classes. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— State 
senators called for a vote today on a 
bill intended to help revive Ohio’s 
economy, but the measure’s outlook 
seemed doubtful. 
Several Republican senators said 
Monday night that they would vote 
against the m easure that would 
suspend Ohio’s four per cent sales tax 
on new motor vehicles until June 30. 
“I’m not at all sure it has 22 votes 
(needed to pass the bill as an 
emergency measure), but we should 
do something about it one way or the 
other,” said Senate Majority l,eader 
Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron. 
Emergency acts require a two-thirds 
vote of each house. 
Senate Ways and Means Chairman 
Marigene Valiquette, D-ll Toledo, 
whose committee recommended the 
bill’s approval, agreed. 
She said 
“we’ve been getting a lot of calls from 
auto dealers, and from people who say 
they are putting off buying cars until 
they find out about this.” 
Senate Minority leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, and Sen. 
Theodore M. Gray, R-3 Columbus, the 
only Republicans on the Rules Com­ 
mittee, both voted against the measure 
and said they would urge the 12- 
member GOP Senate caucus to do 
likewise. 
Maloney said “the state just can’t 
afford it.” He noted that the loss in 
revenue to the state would be $7 million 
to $10 million a month, or somewhere 
between $21 million and $30 million 
over the proposed life of the tax 
suspension. 
The Cincinnati lawmaker pointed 
out that a projected state surplus of 
$122 million at the end of June, the 
legislature already has given $91.3

million to schools and is considering 
$19 million more for transportation 
and an $18.6 million supplemental 
appropriation for welfare. 
“That’s more than we have,” he 
said. 
Valiquette said, however, that the 
legislation “could be the way to do 
something about unemployment.” 
Sen. David L. Headley, D-28 Bar­ 
berton, said while he is concerned 
about the revenue loss, “cutting taxes 
might help get some of these cars off 
the lots and put some auto workers 
back on the job.” 
Sen. 
Robert D. 
Freeman, 
D-29 
Canton, the chief sponsor, said he feels 
the state should try to do something to 
help its own economy “instead of wait­ 
ing for Washington to act.” But he said 
if his bill doesn’t get the two-thirds 
vote in the 33-member Senate, he 
probably will “just drop the matter.” 
It still would need to go through the 
House, then face a Republican ad­ 
m inistration 
and 
an 
already 
precariously-balanced budget sent to 
the legislature March 12. 
As introduced, Freeman’s bill would 
have provided for suspension of the tax 


bill until Jan. I. The committee cut the 
moratorium to the point it would apply 
only for about 90 days, and rejected an 
auto industry request to make the 
suspension retroactive to March I. 


The bill, if enacted, would mean a 
savings of about $60 for the purchaser 
of a vehicle that cost $4,000. It wouldn’t 
affect local piggyback sales taxes lev­ 
ied in some counties at a maximum 
one-half per cent rate. The same $4,000 
car would still require a $20 local sales 
tax in those counties. 


Senators returned from weekend 
recess for a floor session Monday 
night, a day ahead of the House. 
In its only vote, it approved 21-0 and 
sent the House a bill that would require 
auto insurance companies to offer 
uninsured motorists coverage in the 
same amounts they offer liability 
coverage for physical injury and 
death. 
Sponsoring Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 
Galion, said purchase would be op­ 
tional, but the bill would allow a 
policyholder to buy more protection 
than the $12,500 maximum now pro­ 
vided. 
Propane Price 
Gouging Probed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A continuing 
investigation by the Federal Energy 
Administration has disclosed that 
farmers and other rural users of 
bottled propane gas were overcharged 
by at least $80 million during the last 
heating season, an FEA spokesman 
says. 


The 
probe, 
dubbed 
Project 
Speculator, could turn up overcharges 
of $200 million or more by the time it is 
completed, the spokesman added 
Monday night. 


He noted that the FEA’s Office of 
Compliance and Enforcement already 
has forced propane suppliers to roll 
back prices by nearly $50 million 
through threats of legal action. 
The propane investigation, which the 
spokesman said had been under way 
for about nine months, is the third 
energyprice probe to be undertaken by 
the FEA since fuel costs soared during 
the Arab oil embargo. 
Under the code name Project 
Escalator, the FEA has investigated 
the price of imported oil sold to electric 
utilities. And its Project Manipulator 
has been an attempt to determine why 
much so-called “old” oil, which is 


subject to price controls, has been 
wrongly sold as uncontrolled “new” 
oil. 
The propane investigation is a civil 
matter, carrying such penalties as 
ordered rollbacks and rebates to 
companies found guilty of violating 
FEA price ceilings. The other probes 
carry possible criminal penalties and 
fines for violators. 
Propane gas is used most frequently 
to heat homes and farm buildings and 
to dry crops in rural areas. Some in­ 
dustries also have used it as a substi­ 
tute for natural gas because of the 
shortage of that fuel. 
About $4 billion worth of the fuel is 
produced and sold in this country each 
year.

Ohio Rail Users Attack Line Shutdowns 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Railroad 
users are telling the federal govern­ 
ment that it’s unfair for them to 
shoulder the burden of revitalizing the 
Midwest’s rail system. 
The users—farmers’ cooperatives 
and industries located along lesser- 
used branch lines— say the proposed 
reorganization of the rail system will 
put them out of business. 
The proposal by the U.S. Railway 
Association (USHA) calls for dropping 
service to 6,200 miles of lesser-used 
track in the Midwest and Northeast, 
including about 900 miles in Ohio. 
In opening testimony Monday during 
a week of public hearings on the 
proposed reorganization, the users 


contend they are being asked to pay for 
the mistakes of the Penn Central. 
“We don’t feel there’s justification in 
the federal government punishing our 
business for the mismanagement of 
the Penn Central,” said Alan Carter of 
Kent, Ohio, assistant vice president of 
the Carter Lumber Co. 
“What is only 4.5 per cent of the 
traffic to the USRA and the federal 
government (proposed for aban­ 
donment) is IOO per cent of the traffic 
to us.” 
Vern Russell, an executive of 
landm ark, Inc., the main farmers’ 
cooperative in Ohio, said the USRA 
preliminary system plan dwells too 
much on how the light-density lines 


could drag down the reorganized rail 
system and too little on the effects of 
inefficiency. 
“We feel it is grossly unjust to 
characterize light-density branch lines 
as the single, primary reason for the 
financial downfall of these railroads,” 
Russell said. “Their financial burden 
has been minimal when compared to 
some... other issues.” 
The proposed reorganization calls 
for combining the Penn Central and six 
other bankrupt lines into a single 
profit-making line called ConRail—the 
Consolidated Rail Corp. 
ConRail, initially supported with 
federal funds, would compete with the 
solvent Norfolk & Western and Chessie 


System throughout the region. 
Dropping branch lines is only part of 
the plan, but it is drawing mo§t of the 
comment as chambers of commerce 
and individual customers line up to tell 
how much they need their rail lyies. 


Fifteen members of Ohio’s 23- 
member congressional delegation 
have protested the abandonment in 
letters to President Ford and Arthur 
D. Lewis, USRA chairman. 


Rep. Clarence F. Miller, R-Ohio, 
said in a statement presented to the 
hearing that he and 14 others signed 
the letters of protest indicating “our 
common concern about the apparent 
discrimination against rural com­ 


munities.” 
The proposed rail plan must be 
approved by Congress before it can be 
put into effect. 


“Closing down rural feeder lines can 
effectively and permanently seal the 
fate of many smaller communities,” 
Miller said. 


‘ ‘ U n e m p l o y m e n t 
a m o n g 
Southeastern Ohioans is now among 
the highest in the state,” Miller said. 
“If rail service is terminated, plants 
will close, throwing people out of work. 
Industry will stay away if they are not 
assured of rail transportation.” 
The federal law allows for two years 
of subsidies to the lesser-used track 


segments on a basis ot 70 per cent 
federal funds to 30 per cent state fund­ 
ing. 


But a spokesman for Gov. James A. 
Rhodes said Monday that Ohio ap­ 
parently will be barred from using the 
provision because of a state con­ 
stitutional prohibition against sub­ 
sidizing private industry. 


The public hearings are being 
conducted by the Rail Services 
Planning Office, a division of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission set 
up to evaluate tha USRA plan. 
An RSPO attorney said the hearings 
are being conducted in 17 cities 
simultaneously.

Bank of Columbus and its parent 
company, BancOhio Corporation, 
today filed an eight million dollar law 
suit against Nationwide Corporation in 
Federal District Court in Columbus.

Nationwide violated the Securities Act 
of 1933 and the Securities Exchange 
Act of 1934, in its sale of notes of Equity 
Funding Corporation of America to the 
bank and its parent. Ohio National 
Bank purchased five million dollars of 
the notes and BancOhio Corporation 
purchased three million dollars of the 
notes. 
Equity Funding subsequently filed 
for reorganization under the Federal 
Bankruptcy Law and is being operated 
by a Trustee at the present time.

WASHINGTON (AF) - If farmers 
get good planting weather this spring 
and in the following six months when 
crops are growing, the nation’s skimpy 
grain reserves could be rebuilt 
dram atically, 
according 
to 
Agriculture Department experts. 
A survey of farmers March I showed 
that they intend to plant 75.3 million 
acres of corn for harvest this year, the 
department said Monday. 
Although the acreage figure was 
down 3.2 per cent from 1974 plantings, 
it still would be the second largest in 
the last 15 years and 5 per cent more 
than farmers planted in 1973 when they 
harvested a record crop of nearly 5.65 
billion bushels. 
In 1974, despite a big jump in 
acreage, poor weather reduced the 
corn crop sharply from the 6.7 billion 
bushels projected by USDA a year ago 
to less than 4.7 billion bushels actually 
harvested. 
In a preliminary planting report two 
months ago farmers indicated they 
would trim the 1975 com acreage only 
0.4 per cent from last year and would 
boost soybean plantings 8 per cent 
from 1974. 
But, as the March figures showed, 
farmers now say they will reduce 1974- 


75 com plantings a little more sharply 
and that they will hold soybeans to 56.6 
million acres, an increase of 6 per cent. 
Don Paarlberg, USDA director of 
economics, said the new crop figures 
represented “modest and sensible 
adjustments” on the part of farmers 
and should not in any way be con­ 
sidered a cause for alarm. 
Given normal weather, Paarlberg 
said, farmers will produce more than 
enough grain to meet U.S. needs next 
year.

In 
some respects it was a race against 
time, an attempt to stock up before 
prices got even higher. 
Anticipation of an end to price 
controls, a general increase in the 
worldwide demand for raw materials 
and a threat of shortages resulting 
from the Arab oil embargo all played a 
role. 
As a result of the inventory buildup, 
the recession that had been forecast 
was delayed several months. While the 
buying spree did force prices higher, it 
did in a sense prolong prosperity, too. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
enormous 
buildup of inventories that created the 
illusion of a strong economy into last 
year was really the coming of another 
Ice Age. It was like a great glacier that 
dragged the economy to a halt. 
Nothing that sellers tried seemed to 
encourage sales. Consumer sentiment 
declined. At the very time sellers had 
huge stocks of goods to sell, buyers 
decided to restrict buying. The 
economy fell into recession. 
So long as 
those 
inventories 
remained unsold, there was little hope 
that factories would begin production 
of replacement goods, and that meant 
unemployment would remain high and 
probably continue higher. 
For many months economists have 
been waiting for the great glacier to 
melt, and finally they have discovered 
a trickle of hope. For the first time in 
more than four years, business in­ 
ventories in January declined. 
The decline was a small one, only 
$148 million, and it left inventories still 
high at $271.69 billion. Moreover, a 
good part of the decline resulted from 
automobile discount sales, a practice 
that may not be continued. 
But it was hope, and few hopeful 
signs have been found in any of the 
monthly statistics for a long time. It 
was an indication that the economic 
glacier might be retreating. 
In order for the retreat to continue, 
however, the sentiment of consumers 
must be warmed up. It is they, even­ 
tually, who must consume the goods, 
and they have been decidely reluctant 
to do so. 
Meanwhile, two welcome results 
have been produced by the cool 
relations between buyer and seller — 
declines both in the rate of interest and 
the rate of price increases. 
Unfortunately, the stalemate has 
had the opposite impact on the rate of 
unemployment and probably w ill 
continue to have an adverse influence 
so long as it continues. 
When consumer sentiment picks up, 
and most forecasters don’t expect it to 
for several more months, the jobless 
rate probably will fall. But keep your 
eye on interest rates and prices.

Simply 
removing the bills releases a silent 
plunger switch, which, in turn, alerts 
bank security staff and police; it also 
activ ates hidden cam eras. Serial 
numbers of the bait money are 
record for use as evidence later.”

When I first complained about it, I 
had the feeling that everyone thought I 
was trying to make a legal case out of 
the whiplash injury. Now the pain is 
intense and constant. 
Mr. S. L., Ohio 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Even after relatively minor ac­ 
cidents, a painful, unpleasant whiplash 
can occur. When a rapidly moving 
automobile comes to a sudden stop, the 
neck is abruptly whipped forward and 
snapped backwards. 
This puts severe strain on the 
m uscles 
of 
the 
neck. 
Small 
hemorrhages into the neck muscles 
make them extremely tender and limit 
their motion. 
W hiplash injuries m ust not be 
neglected simply because others think 
the injury is being exploited for legal 
purposes. 
X-rays of the cervical spine of the 
neck may reveal evidence of greater 
injury than you suspect. There are now 
many ways that the persistent pain 


can be treated. Neck traction, heat, 
massage, diathermy, relaxing drugs 
and 
ultrasonic 
vibrations 
are 
beneficial.

NEW YORK (AP) — During the past 
few years businesses went on a buying 
splurge to build up their inventories. In 
some respects it was a race against 
time, an attem pt to stock up before 
prices got even higher. 
Anticipation of an end to price 
controls, a general increase in the 
worldwide demand for raw materials 
and a threat of shortages resulting 
from the Arab oil embargo all played a 
role. 
As a result of the inventory buildup, 
the recession that had been forecast 
was delayed several months. While the 
buying spree did force prices higher, it 
did in a sense prolong prosperity, too. 
U nfortunately, 
the 
enorm ous 
buildup of inventories that created the 
illusion of a strong economy into last 
year was really the coming of another 
Ice Age. It was like a great glacier that 
dragged the economy to a halt. 
Nothing that sellers tried seemed to 
encourage sales. Consumer sentiment 
declined. At the very time sellers had 
huge stocks of goods to sell, buyers 
decided to re stric t buying. The 
economy fell into recession. 
So long as 
those 
inventories 
remained unsold, there was little hope 
that factories would begin production 
of replacement goods, and that meant 
unemployment would remain high and 
probably continue higher. 
For many months economists have 
been waiting for the great glacier to 
melt, and finally they have discovered 
a trickle of hope. For the first time in 
more than four years, business in­ 
ventories in January declined. 
The decline was a small one, only 
$148 million, and it left inventories still 
high at $271.69 billion. Moreover, a 
good part of the decline resulted from 
automobile discount sales, a practice 
that may not be continued. 
But it was hope, and few hopeful 
signs have been found in any of the 
monthly statistics for a long time. It 
was an indication that the economic 
glacier might be retreating. 
In order for the retreat to continue, 
however, the sentiment of consumers 
must be warmed up. It is they, even­ 
tually, who must consume the goods, 
and they have been decidely reluctant 
to do so. 
Meanwhile, two welcome results 
have been produced by the cool 
relations between buyer and seller — 
declines both in the rate of interest and 
the rate of price increases. 
Unfortunately, the stalemate has 
had the opposite impact on the rate of 
unem ploym ent and probably will 
continue to have an adverse influence 
so long as it continues. 
When consumer sentiment picks up, 
and most forecasters don’t expect it to 
for several more months, the jobless 
rate probably will fall. But keep your 
eye on interest rates and prices. 
Conceivably, they could rise again. 
It’s been a long, cold winter and it 
won’t be the last.

reorganization 
of 
bankrupt railroads through the Nor­ 
theast and Midwest. 
A government advisory group, the 
U.S. 
Railway 
A ssociation, 
has 
proposed reorganizing the bankrupt 
lines into a single profit-making line 
called the Consolidated Rail Corp. 
(ConRail). 
Among the USRA recommendations 
is a proposal that 6,200 miles of lightly 
used tracks be dropped.

Up Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Under the 
dairy price-support program last 
month, the government purchased 21.8 
million pounds of butter, 11.9 million 
pounds of cheese and 45.8 million 
pounds of nonfat dry milk. The totals 
were 20 to 90 times more than a year 
ago, depending on the product. 
That left uncommitted inventories 
on Feb. 28 of no butter, 207.5 million 
pounds of nonfat dry milk and 4.5 
million pounds of cheese, the Com­ 
modity Credit Corp. said Friday. 
On Tuesday, the House holds open 
debate on a measure that, among other 
things, would increase the support 
levels of dairy products from 80 per 
cent of parity to 85 per cent. That 
section and one raising cotton supports 
are estimated by the government to 
have a probable combined cost this 
year of $885 million, besides adding 8 
cents a gallon to the farm price of milk 
and 5 per cent to the retail price. 
The department also reported that 
February 
milk 
production 
was 
practically unchanged from a year 
before at 1.47 pounds available per 
person per day, compared to 1.48 a 
year ago and 1.52 two years ago. Each 
cow, however, produced an average 
783 pounds during the month, up 4 from 
1974 and up IO from 1973.

Energy Fairy Tale Put O ut 


COLUMBUS Ohio (A P )-T o bring 
home the impossibility of trying to 
ignore the energy crisis, the Ohio 
Energy Emergency Commission has 
produced an “energy fairy tale.” 
The report, still in a preliminary 
stage, 
takes 
consumption 
and 
production trends up to 1972 and 
oroiects them through 1990, to 
illustrate a “business-as-usual” ap­ 
proach. 
“ These assumptions produce a 
patently infeasible picture of the 
future and consequently, (proves) 
major changes in business-as-usual 
will 
undoubtedly 
occur,” 
a 
preliminary draft of the study says. 
“The purpose of this approach is to 
place the necessary changes in per­ 
spective with the imbalances in the 
energy situation,” the study says. 
The bottom line of the study shows 
that, based on trends well-established 
before the oil embargo, Ohio would 
have come up 35 per cent short of its 
energy needs by 1980, and 53 per cent 
short in 1990. 
The study chose 1972 as its base year 
because “while many warnings of 


impending problems were being 
voiced. . .nevertheless, the embargo 
was yet to occur and the public at 
large, industry and most elements of 
state and federal government had not 
yet turned serious attention to the 
energy situation.” 
The commission assumed supply 
and demand trends would remain the 
same, unaffected by prices and costs, 
and with no major new government 
policies implemented. 
Under production trends, Ohio 
natural gas supply would continue to 
decrease as producers opted for 
unregulated intrastate prices over 
regulated interstate prices. Foreign oil 
is phased out, but domestic and syn­ 
thetic production is increased, and 
Ohio keeps its proportional share. Coal 
production remains stable. Nuclear 
plants under construction are com­ 
pleted, but no new ones are started. 
Consumption trends for residential, 
industrial and transportation sectors 
established by 1972 were projected 
through 1990, 
Then the production and con­ 
sumption figures were compared. The 
result? 


By 1980, the residential and com­ 
m ercial sector would want 1.63 
quadrillion BTUs (British Thermal 
Units; a quadrillion is a thousand 
million million). It would get 1.13 
quadrillion. The industrial sector 
would need 1.91 quadrillion; it would 
have 1.03. The transportation sector 
would need 1.02 quadrillion. It would 
get 0.83. 
By 1990, the gap grows larger. 
Residential and commercial need 2.74, 
but have only 1.16 available, a 58 per 
cent gap. Industrial users need 2.75. 
They have only 1.24, a 55 per cent gap. 
And transportation needs 1.48, while 
getting only 0.86, a 42 per cent gap.

About 40 per cent of graduates are 
going into the expanding agri-business 
field, he said. 
Agri-business organizations provide 
goods and services to farmers, he said, 
and include processing everything 
from a plat of marigolds to a side of 
beef on its way to consumers. 
About 25 per cent of graduates go on 
for advanced degree work or into 
professional schools, he said. 
He said vocational agriculture 
teaching and agricultural com­ 
munications each draw another IO per 
cent of graduates.

But, Rep, Harry J . Lehman, D-16 
Shaker Heights, chairman o f the 
Ho use J udiciary Co mmittee and a 
lo ng-time adv o cate o f o utlawing hand 
guns, is eager to begin hearings. He

o ther than Co lumbus. 
The gun co ntro l bills co nceiv ably 
co uld die in Baumann’s co mmittee, 
but I^ehman said if he gets the bills he 
plans to co nduct hearings in Day to n, 
To ledo , the greater Clev eland area and 
po ssibly a smaller co mmunity in 
so utheastern Ohio .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
emotionally-charged issue of gun 
control is simmering in the Ohio 
House’s Reference Committee with no 
present indication if or when full-scale 
hearings will get under day. 


Most of the old bills are back again 
this 
year—banning 
hand 
guns, 
requiring registration and others—but 
this year there is a newcomer- 
banning the bullet. 
Rep. James L. Baumann, D-32 
Columbus, chairman of the Reference 
Committee, is less than enthusiastic 
about the subject. He said, “It is up to 
the committee and there hasn’t been 
any strong feelings about getting into 
it.” 
But, Rep. Harry J. I^ehman, D-16 
Shaker Heights, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee and a 
long-time advocate of outlawing hand 
guns, is eager to begin hearings. He 
wants to hold them this year in cities 
other than Columbus. 
The gun control bills conceivably 
could die in Baumann’s committee, 
but Lehman said if he gets the bills he 
plans to conduct hearings in Dayton, 
Toledo, the greater Cleveland area and 
possibly a smaller community in 
southeastern Ohio. 
“There is such great public interest 
in the subject, we’d like to take it to the 
people,” Lehman said. 
Rep. C. J. McLin Jr., D-36 Dayton, 
this year introduced a bill which would 
prohibit the sale of ammunition for 
hand guns “to any person other than a 
law

Are 
the payments I receive in this program 
taxable: 
(A.) No. Such payments are not 
taxable (exclusive of extra allowances 
for transportation, etc.) provided they 
do not exceed the public welfare 
benefits you might be receiving 
otherwise. 
(Q.) 
I 
am receiving taxable 
unemployment benefits from which 
tax has not been withheld. Should I file 
a Declaration of Estimated Tax for 
1975? 
(A.) You must file a declaration of 
estimated income tax, Form 1040-ES, 
if your estimated tax (line ll of the 
estimated tax worksheet) is $100 or 
more and your estimated gross income 
for 1975 includes more than $500 in 
income not subject to withholding. 
Other circumstances of marital status 
and amount of gross income affect 
whether you must file Form 1040-ES. 
For further information call the IRS 
toll free with the number listed in the 
tax forms package you received in the 
mail. 
(Q.) I use my car in my work and 
have to travel over toll roads to reach 
some of my clients. Are these tolls 
deductible in part or in full? 
(A.) If you are required to use your 
car in your work, you may deduct the 
business portion of its operating costs. 
These deductible costs include tolls 
incurred during business use of your 
car. 
(Q.) Can I deduct my transportion 
expenses for going to military reserve 
meetings once a month? 
(A.) If the reserve (or National 
Guard) meetings are held in the 
general area of your tax home (the city 


or general area in which your business 
or other employment is located) and 
you return home on Saturday night, 
the transportation cost from your 
home to the meeting is a commuting 
expense and is not deductible. If the 
meetings are held outside the general 
area of your tax home, you may deduct 
the cost of your transportation to at­ 
tend the meetings. If the reserve 
meetings are held after work on a 
normal workday, you may deduct the 
cost of getting from your work to the 
meeting. However, if for some per­ 
sonal reason you do not go directly 
from one location to the other, you may 
deduct only the amount it would have 
cost you to go directly from work to the 
meeting.

Division II tourney at Evansville, Ind., 
picked up 20 first-place votes and 317 
votes in the balloting by sports writers 
and sportscasters across the nation. 
“ It’s great to be voted No. 1, but I 
like the idea of proving it on the floor, 
like we did last week,” said Old 
Dominion Coach Sonny Allen, in­ 
formed of the final poll. 
Old Dominion, 25-6, was No. 2 in last 
week’s poll, which was led by Ken­ 
tucky State. The Thoroughbreds lost to 
unheralded Malone in the opening 
round of the National Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics tourney at 
Kansas City, and slipped to fourth in 
the final rankings. 
New Orleans, 23-7, just nipped Grand 
Canyon, the NAIA champion, for the 
runnerup spot in the final poll. The 
Privateers picked up 161 points to 159 
for Grand Canyon. New Orleans was 
sixth in the previous poll but Grand 
Canyon wasn’t even ranked, although 
the Arizona school had only three 
losses when it began play in the NAIA 
and wound up with a 30-3 record. 


Gardner-Webb was fifth in today’s 
poll, followed by Assumption, Jackson 
State, St. Mary’s of Texas, Midwestern 
of Texas, Alcorn State, Tennessee 
State, Gannon, Randolph-Macon, 
Bentley and I^Moyne-Owen.

NEW YORK (AP) - Made­ 
leine Large’s organization 
could be called y et another 
TV pressure group. But it’s 
unique. It wants to combat 
the heat put on TV by other 
pressure groups and the 
government. 
It’s called Families Against 
Censored Television — FACT 
— claims 5,000 members and 
was formed 19 months ago by 
Mrs. Large, who say s she is a 
lawy er and has five kids 
ranging in age from 6 to 15. 
You’d think the National 
Association of Broadcasters 
and the networks might cheer 
her efforts. But there’ve been 
no cheers 
y et, 
possibly 
because they are the current 
objects of her fulminations. 
She’s sharply critical of a 
February proposal by the 
NAB’s TV code board to keep 
programs “ inappropriate for 
viewing by a general family 
audience” off TV during the 
first two hours of evening 
programming. 
The proposal also calls on 
code subscribers to warn 
viewers on those occasions 
shows with adult themes will 
air during the “ family ” 
viewing period. NAB’s TV 
board of directors will vote on 
it April 8. 
The proposal came shortly 
after Richard E. Wiley , 
chairman of the Federal 
Communications 
Commis­ 
sion, held meetings with 
network heads on way s the 
networks could voluntarily 
protect y oung viewers from 
undue sex and violence on TV 
in the evening hours most of 
them watch TV. 
Mrs. Large, in a letter to 
the NAB, has called the plan 
“ a monopoly of censorship” 
which for the networks is “ a 
blatant agreement not to 
compete.” 
In a phone interview from 


her home in West Hartford, 
Con n ., she said the group she 
heads feels the proposal 
would den y most viewers a 
choice between adult an d 
“family ” programs from 7 to 
9 p.m. 
Although the ration ale of 
the NAB’s “family ” plan is to 
s h i e l d 
i m p r e s s i on a b l e 
children from stron g fare on 
TV, she said the shieldin g 
should be don e by paren ts. 
She also said she rejects the 
con ten tion of some ex perts 
th at program s con tain in g 
violen ce 
can

NEW YORK (AP) - Made­ 
leine Large’s organization 
could be called yet another 
TV pressure group. But it’s 
unique. It wants to combat 
the heat put on TV by other 
pressure groups and the 
government. 
It’s called Families Against 
Censored Television — FACT 
— claims 5,000 members and 
was formed 19 months ago by 
Mrs. Large, who says she is a 
lawyer and has five kids 
ranging in age from 6 to 15. 
You’d think the National 
Association of Broadcasters 
and the networks might cheer 
her efforts. But there’ve been 
no cheers yet, 
possibly 
because they are the current 
objects of her fulminations. 
She’s sharply critical of a 
February proposal by the 
NAB’s TV code board to keep 
programs “inappropriate for 
viewing by a general family 
audience” off TV during the 
first two hours of evening 
programming. 
The proposal also calls on 
code subscribers to warn 
viewers on those occasions 
shows with adult themes will 
air during the “ fam ily” 
viewing period. NAB’s TV 
board of directors will vote on 
it April 8. 
The proposal came shortly 
after Richard E. Wiley, 
chairm an of the Federal 
Communications 
Commis­ 
sion, held m eetings with 
network heads on ways the 
networks could voluntarily 
protect young viewers from 
undue sex and violence on TV 
in the evening hours most of 
them watch TV. 
Mrs. Large, in a letter to 
the NAB, has called the plan 
“a monopoly of censorship” 
which for the networks is “a 
blatant agreement not to 
compete.” 
In a phone interview from 


her home in West Hartford, 
Conn., she said the group she 
heads feels the proposal 
would deny most viewers a 
choice between adult and 
“family” programs from 7 to 
9 p.m. 
Although the rationale of 
the NAB’s “family” plan is to 
sh i e l d 
i m p r e s s i o n a b l e 
children from strong fare on 
TV, she said the shielding 
should be done by parents. 
She also said she rejects the 
contention of some experts 
that program s containing 
violence 
can 
encourage 
youngsters to emulate what 
they see on TV or make them 
insensitive to the effects of 
violence.

Dunkle Road residents felt the road, 
which connects Route 188 with the 
Circleville-Groveport Road, would 
become a “drag-strip” if it were 
widened. 
They are seeking a reduction in the 
speed limit from 50 miles an hour to 35 
if the road is widened. 
The project would affect Dunkle 
Road residents whether they live in the 
county or in Circleville. A portion of 
the road is incorporated in the Cir­ 
cleville City limits, and council has 
indicated a desire to join trustees in 
whatever plan they actuate. 
Trustees Fissell, Ralph Ankrom, and 
John Robinson notified homeowners 
by letter to determine their ideas 
concerning the project because they 
felt Dunkle Road is too narrow for the 
high volume of traffic which it is now 
carrying. The volume of the estimated 
average daily traffic for 20 years, 
which governs the minimum design 
standards to be used, indicates a 
miminum pavement width of 22 feet 
for the project. 
A total rightof-way width of 35 feet 
now exists for most of Dunkle Road. 
One of the alternatives would be the 
construction of a 22-foot pavement 
with four-foot shoulders on each side. 
To provide a cross-section of this type, 
the minimum right-of-way width 
required would be 60 feet. The ad­ 
ditional 12.5 feet required would have 
to be acquired from most property 
owners.
